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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendments raise new issues requiring further search and consideration. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that no coagulant is applied to 
the glove before it is dipped in the foam. The examiner disagrees. Coagulant is applied, as taught at column 7, lines 10-15, the forms are 
sent to the application of additional layers (the steps beginning at column 8, lines 38-40). Dunmire teaches that the application of additional 
layers occurs after the application of the coagulant (column 7, lines 26-30). 

Applicant argues that it is not possible for the process to end with a coagulated underside foam layer and an uncoagulated outer layer. The 
examiner disagrees. As discussed above, the coagulant is applied before the porous finish foam, thus the coagulant coagulates the 
underside of the foam. 

Applicant argues that blowing out the webs between the fingers does not meet the removing uncoagulated foam step. The examiner 
disagrees. As discussed above, the coagulant is applied before the porous finish foam, followed by blowing out the webs. Thus, 
uncoagulated foam is blown out (removed). Further, the water bath inherently removes uncoagulated foam regardless of the intention of 
the bath. . 
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
